THREATENED W TF; 
UNDER PLACE BONDS 


WILBUR KILGOUK OF DEMENT- 
TOWN IS GIVEN HEARING 
BEFORE JUSTICE. 


Threats to cut her throat from ear 
to ear caused Mrs. Wilbur Kilgour of 
Dementtown to have her nusband ar­ 
rested and taken 
before 
Justice 
Leech this morning. The evidence g iv­ 
en in the court showed that Kilgour 
has been guilty of brutal treatment 
of his better half, and Justice Leech 
placed him under bonds of $2()o to 
keep the peace, for thirty days. 
The storv of the married life of 
these two, as told in the court, shows 
a life of unhappiness for the woman. 
She has been buLied and abused by 
the big man whom she called husband 
until her home life has been one of 
fear. 
The climax came Wednesday night

However, it is said that Mr. Spen­ 
cer’s consent to such a move is very 
doubtful, inasmuch as the legality of 
such action is questionable. 
There 
are those who contend, and exhibit 
legal proof, that the acceptance of 
any part of the building is equiva­ 
lent to accepting the entire complet­ 
ed structure, and that the acceptance 
of an uncompleted building would 
compromise the committee to such 
an extent that the finished structure 
would have to be taken, no matter 
how unsatisfactory the rest of the 
work might be.

However, the building committee 
have consulted legal authorities, and 
they maintain that they have a per­ 
fect right, according to law, to ac­ 
cept provisionally, any part of the 
building, and that their action does 
not necessarily bind them to accept 
the entire building, neither would 
their moving into and using that part 
of the building obligate them to take 
all. 
It is hoped by the business men, 
and the councilmen, too, that Mr. 
Spencer will acquiesce to the propo­ 
sition and permit the fire department 
to move into their new’ quarters. The 
old frame building, 
a 
temporary 
structure, in which they 
are now 
holding forth, is a most disadvantage­ 
ous place. The apparatus is crowded, 
the horses have not sufficient room 
and the men are poorly quartered. 
The building has been characterized 
as “ a pile of cracks fastened togeth­ 
er with boards.’ and altogether the 
“ barn” is decidedly not what the fire 
men should have. 
The quarters iu the new building 
are such as would increase the effi­ 
ciency of the department, whereas 
the obstacles they have to contend 
with in their temporary quarters re­ 
tard the working of the men. Inas­ 
much as it will presumably be some 
time before the new building Is en 
when, it is alleged, Kilgour struck 
her, threw her from the house, threat Grely completed, and the 
building 
ened to shoot her, and finally 
he 
threatened to “ cut her throat from 
ear to ear.” 
In court Kilgour was most defiant, 
seemed to care little what action was 
taken by the judge, and apparently 
felt proud of the uneuviable record 
he has made. 
Judge Leech thought he would be 
a better man if he had a bond over 
him, aDd placed the sentence as above 
stated. Bonds were furnished. 
Chief of Police Woodyatt is Indig­ 
nant that the sentence should be so 
light. In an interview with a Tele­ 
graph reporter thi§ morning he stat­ 
ed that the bonds should have been 
continued for six months at least. 
That a big brute should abuse a wo­ 
man the way Kilgour did and escape 
as lig htly as he did Is not what the 
chief thinks is Justice, and his views 
ia re shared by many other« .

the orthodox 
methods, he to treat 
twelve by his. Of course this challenge 
was rejected, and equally of course 
Its rejection was interpreted by the 
thoughtless as an ack nowledgment of 
the superiority of Mesmer’s treatm ent. 
His rooms were thronged. 
His purse 
waxed constantly heavier. 
The treatm ent he gave was such as 
to appeal vividly to the Imagination of 
the patient—In a word, to Increase his 
suggestibility. Suggestion, indeed, w*as 
Its root element, although Mesmer fail- 
ed or pretended to fail to recognize this 
and taught that its efficacy depended 
upon the effluence of a mysterious 
fluid.
